‘VOLATILE’ SITUATION 


Inspectors warn of drug-fuelled violence at High Down prison

DRUG-FUELLED violence and a 
lack of staffing for rehabilitation 
schemes have fostered an increas¬ 
ingly “volatile” atmosphere at 
High Down prison, investigators 
have found. 

A report by the prison’s inde¬ 
pendent monitoring board (IMB) 
also vindicated the father of a for¬ 
mer inmate who, speaking to the 
Sutton Guardian earlier this year, 
said he was concerned prisoners 
spent too long locked in their cells. 

The IMB, members of the public 
who work to ensure prisoners are 
treated with fairness and decency, 
found violent incidents at High 
Down rose by 19 per cent between 
2014 and 2015 and warned: “The 
mood in the prison has become 
more volatile”. 

There were 190 outbreaks of 
violence in 2014, which rose to 217 
the following year. 

During a focus group meeting 
prisoners in November 
2015, members of the 
IMB were told the le¬ 
gal high spice was 
one of the major 
aggravating factors 
and was the “great¬ 
est problem in the 
prison”. 

An IMB spokes¬ 
man said: “While 
staff numbers 
have improved dur¬ 
ing the year, there 
are still not enough 



officers to truly engage with 
prisoners and help them address 
the frustrations that prison life 
inevitably brings. 

“There are opportunities for 
prisoners to take classes ranging 
from literacy to life skills such as 
cooking, business skills and Open 
University courses, and work¬ 
shops including brick-laying, plas¬ 
tering and barbering. 

“However, there are not suffi¬ 
cient resources to provide appro¬ 
priate ‘purposeful activity’ for all 
prisoners, leaving many ‘banged 
up’ in their cells for many hours.” 

The IMB was particularly crit¬ 
ical of maintenance contractor 
Carillion, whose processes it de¬ 
scribed as “elaborate, time-con¬ 
suming and inefficient”. 

Its report said: “The experience 
has not been a positive one for 
High Down, with delays in repairs, 
with cells out of action for extend¬ 
ed periods, convoluted ordering 
procedures that have resulted in 
shortages of basic equipment, and 
such serious oversights as many 
months with no functioning lift on 
the very house block where there 
are several prisoners with limited 
mobility.” 

But inspectors were able to 
praise “many areas where valu¬ 
able work is being done” at High 
Down. They added: “The board 
sees frequent examples of officers 
dealing with prisoners with tact 
and understanding.” 


In March, the father of a former 
inmate at the Banstead prison told 
this newspaper his 23-year-old 
son was routinely locked up for 
22 hours a day and fed out-of-date 
food. 

The dad, who spoke on the con¬ 
dition of anonymity, said: “You 
can’t do a lot worse than locking 
a man up for that long. They are 
turning him into a nutcase.” 

His son had worked as a chef in 
other prisons and despite having 
the right qualifications, was not 
offered work in High Down, he 
said. 

He added: “It seems foolish to 
train people up to that standard 
and then not to use them.” 

It comes two years after the for¬ 
mer Justice Secretary Chris Gray¬ 
ling’s prison reforms were place in 
the spotlight by a ‘mackerel muti¬ 
ny’ in October 2013. 

Prisoners barricaded them¬ 
selves in their cells and demand¬ 
ed “mackerel and dumplings” in 
a protest at the lack of hot meals 
and exercise. 

During their trial cuts at the 
prison were revealed and the jury 
eventually cleared all 11 men of 
mutiny - a crime usually associat¬ 
ed with the Navy and which until 
1998 was punishable by death. 

A Prison Service spokesperson 
said: “As this independent report

recognises, High Down has sev¬ 
eral areas of excellence and staff 
should be praised for their work 
rehabilitating prisoners. 

“The prison has safe and decent 
staffing levels, with eight new 
officers and more expected to join 
shortly. 

“We have also passed new laws 
so those smuggling packages over 
prison walls now face up to two 
years in prison. 

“However we must do more, 
which is why the Justice Secretary 
has asked us to look at how we can 
ensure the right tools are in place 
to tackle these problems.” 

A Carillion spokesman said: 
“Carillion took over the provision 
of facilities management services 
at this prison in June last year. 

“The majority of staff carrying 
out this work have been employed 
at the prison for many years and 
are committed to providing a high 
quality service. 

“Our team meet regularly with 
prison management to discuss 
work plans and any issues arising. 

“We are disappointed that the 
IMB report is critical of the hard 
work being carried out by our peo¬ 
ple, in what is a very challenging 
environment. 

“Carillion brings a high level 
of experience in facilities man¬ 
agement for a range of clients in 
many different sectors.”

MP dismisses study saying foreign footballers would lose right to play in UK outside of EU 


Claims Brexit will affect Premier 
League players 'very far-fetched’

EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris Grayling 
has dismissed the suggestion that 
Brexit could prevent foreign foot¬ 
ballers from playing in the Premier 
League as “really very far-fetched”. 

Football agents and experts raised 
fears this week that more than 400 
players - including more than 100 in 
the top flight - might lose the right to 
play in the UK if Britain was to leave 
the European Union. 

Mr Grayling told Talk Radio: “The 
whole point about Britain being out¬ 
side the European Union is it gives us 
the freedom to act as an independent 
country. 

“We can take steps to encourage 
young English footballers, but at the 
same time we can also recognise we 
want the Premier League to attract 
top talent from around the world.” 


A study by the Guardian last year 
claimed that Premier League stars 
such as Manchester United star An¬ 
thony Martial, Liverpool goalkeeper 
Simon Mignolet, and Arsenal duo 
Hector Bellerin and Francis Coque- 
lin could be among more than 100 
Premier League players affected if 
the UK voted to leave the EU. 

Football agent Rachel Anderson 
told the BBC this week: “Leaving the 
EU will have a much bigger effect on 
football than people think. 

“We’re talking about half of the 
Premier League needing work per¬ 
mits. The short-term impact would 
be huge but you could argue it will 
help in the long term as it could force 
clubs to concentrate on home-grown 
talent.” 

In his interview with Talk Radio 
Mr Grayling added: “I have to say 
that was really very far-fetched. It 
is up to us, if we’re an independent 
country, it’s up to us to decide who

Nursery owners delighted at opening

Owner and manager Sue 
Richardson said: “I found out 
about the fire in the morning. 
I knew it was all put out, but it 
could have been a lot worse. 

“I think it’s nice to have a 
good quality care provider here. 
We have a beautiful building 
here and a nice environment for 
the children to come to and be 
looked after. 

“I’m over the moon.” 

Phil Weldin, manager of con¬ 
tractors Weldin Builders Ltd, 
which refurbished the site, 
praised firefighters from Ep¬ 


som, Leatherhead, Banstead, 
Reigate, Esher and Chertsey fire 
stations for saving the building. 

He said: “The fire brigade did 
a good job in putting it out. 

“If it weren’t for them, we 
wouldn’t be opening now. 

“We are proud to get a compli¬ 
cated, listed building put back 
into good use and still help keep 
everything that was already in 
it, and to have so many people 
working on it.” 

In December, 12 firefighters 
wore breathing apparatus to en¬ 
ter the burning building, before 
putting out the fire and dampen¬ 
ing down the embers.

Coffee shop chain cleared 
over wire found in panini

CAFFE Nero has been 
cleared of breaching hy¬ 
giene regulations, even 
though a customer had to 
undergo surgery after an 
inch-long wire bristle in a 
panini from the chain be¬ 
came lodged in her throat. 

Cake shop worker 
Katherine Willans, 34, of 
Ashtead, felt sick after 
eating the panini during a 
lunch break with her mum 
at a branch of the coffee 
shop chain in Putney High 
Street. She then spent three 
days feeling ill with the 
wire stuck in her throat 
before going to hospital on 
August 3, 2014. 

During the operation 
to remove the bristle Ms 
Willans suffered a drop in 
heart rate and was put on 
an ECG monitor. Ms Wil¬ 
lans described swallowing 
the inch long wire - which 
came from a wire brush 
wrongly used to clean a 
grill - as an “unpleasant ex¬ 
perience”. She has been put 
off paninis “for life”. 

A judge at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court cleared 
the chain of four counts of 
breaching food hygiene reg¬ 
ulations after hearing staff 
ignored strict training pro¬ 
cedures and brought in the 
wire brush because they 
thought it was more effi¬ 
cient. Wire brushes were 
also found in Caffe Nero 
branches in Clapham Junc¬ 
tion and Boston, Lincoln¬ 
shire. 

After the verdict Ms Wil¬ 
lans said: “One of my rea¬ 
sons for bringing this case 
was because I didn’t want 
an unpleasant experience 
like this happening to an¬ 
yone else. Changing Caffe

Nero’s procedures or proto¬ 
cols could help prevent that 
happening, but I feel that 
this verdict doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean that they will.” 

The court heard work¬ 
ers at the Putney branch 
had brought in the brush, 
which was even used by 
the store manager, at least 
a year before the incident. 
During the three-day trial, 
a number of staff testified 
that they regularly used 
the brush despite knowing 
what they were doing was 
against procedure. 

Jonathan Goulding, for 
Caffe Nero, said: “Despite 
that training, a member of 
staff acted entirely contra¬ 
ry to it and the evidence 
again is overwhelming 
about that. The offences 
were down to the acts or 
fault of one of those mem¬ 
bers of staff.” 

District Judge James 
Henderson said: “It is easy 
to think of other steps that 


Caffe Nero in Putney and the 

might have been taken, but 
it seems clear that this was 
indeed indoctrinated into 
employees during various 
stages of their training. In 
my view, Caffe Nero have 
made out the defence that 
they did indeed take all rea¬ 
sonable precautions and ex¬ 
ercised all due diligence.”

EXHAUSTED paramedics 
face a “critical level” of de¬ 
mand as a rush of 999 calls 
over the Easter weekend 
shows no sign of slowing 
down. 

South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (Secamb) said 
it received more than 9,500 
emergency calls during the 
break and at one point, last 
Thursday, 71 callers were 
left on hold as the scan¬ 
dal-stricken trust had too 
few ambulances to cope with 
demand. 

Clinical director Andy 
Newton praised “exhausted” 
staff and said it was “one of 
the most difficult periods” he 
could remember over his 10 
years in the service. 

Cllr Christine Elmer, port¬ 
folio holder for social affairs 
at Elmbridge Council, de¬ 
scribed the recent problems 
experienced by Secamb as “a 
bit of a broken record”. 

She said: “[They are] not 
being able to cope with de¬

mand and that does raise 
the question - are they suffi¬ 
ciently equipped with num¬ 
bers of staff either in the call 
centre or on the ground?” 

Regional operations man¬ 
ager James Pavey said: 
“We’re continuing to experi¬ 
ence high levels of demand 
and we are focusing our ef¬ 
forts to responding to our 
most seriously ill and injured 
patients. Non life-threaten¬ 
ing calls are unfortunately 
likely to receive a longer re¬ 
sponse. Anyone faced with 
an emergency shouldn’t hesi¬ 
tate to call but we would urge 
anyone else who needs help 
to consider all the other op¬ 


tions available to them.” 

Last month an independ¬ 
ent review into Secamb’s 
handling of calls transferred 
from NHS 111 during a trial 
scheme found “fundamen¬ 
tal failures in governance”, 
after some emergency Red 2 
responses were delayed, or 
“re-triaged”, allowing the 
stopwatch timing the trust’s 
response speed to be reset. 

Investigators at Deloitte 
said this meant Secamb’s 
pilot scheme, authorised by 
chief executive Paul Sutton, 
who is now on a leave of ab¬ 
sence, was operating outside 
national guidelines. 

Their report, ordered by 
the watchdog Monitor, said: 
“The delay to the clock start 
gave rise to a perception that 
the pilot was being done to 
enable the trust to meet re¬ 
porting targets, rather than 
primarily for reasons of pa¬ 
tient safety” 

The trust’s chairman, 
Tony Thorne, resigned when 
the report was published. In 
a statement, Secamb said it 
had “already started to make 
serious changes to the way 
matters of governance are 


managed”. 

Deloitte said Secamb did 
not look at the impact of 
the scheme on patients, and 
breached NHS 111 commis¬ 
sioning standards by failing 
to do so. That impact is the 
subject of a second review. 

Upon publication of 
Deloitte’s report Secamb 
claimed in preliminary re¬ 
sults of the review “no clear 
indications of patient harm 
have been identified”, and 
some patients even received 
“an improved response”. 

Though when details of 
Deloitte’s report were leaked 
to the Daily Telegraph ahead 
of publication, Secamb 
claimed it was “completely 
misleading” to suggest any 
patients had been harmed 
because the review was not 
complete. 

In February trust board 
members were told Secamb 
had failed to hit its target for 
responding to 75 per cent of 
life-threatening and emer¬ 
gency calls within eight 
minutes. Secamb said it is 
working closely with hospi¬ 
tals to minimise delays when 
patients are handed over. 


Fly-poster 
given fine 

A CARPET cleaner has been 
fined more than £800 after il¬ 
legally advertising his trade 
across the borough. 

Ray Finch, 56, of Rei- 
gate Road, Ewell, admitted 
fly-posting in a pizzeria in 
Ewell, as well as a bed retail¬ 
er and a bank in Epsom. 

He was fined £400 at Redhill 
Magistrates’ Court, and must 
also pay £400 legal costs and a 
victim surcharge of £40. 

Epsom and Ewell residents 
complained to the council 
about the fly-posting by Mr 
Finch’s carpet cleaning firm. 

After repeatedly demand¬ 
ing that he remove the 
posters, which were put up 
between October 23 and No¬ 
vember 24 last year, Epsom 
and Ewell Council decided to 
take him to court. 

Fly-posting is the display 
of promotional materials in 
public without permission 
and can be illegal. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council will always attempt 
to contact the organisation 
fly-posting in the borough, 
requesting that they remove 
the fly-posted material. 

“The council will also re¬ 
move fly posters where it 
is safe to do so and will not 
cause additional damage. It 
prosecutes as a last possible 
option.” 

The hearing took place on 
Tuesday, March 8.

stood people’s care and health 
needs. 

“People who use the service 
had their physical and men¬ 
tal health and social support 
needs assessed and monitored 
through the care planning pro¬ 
cess. 

“People who use the service 
told us they felt safe and we 
found that staff were aware of 
how to identify signs of abuse/ 
possible abuse.” 

Merok Park was forced to 
close by the CQC in December 
2014 after the safeguarding body 
rated it “inadequate” during an 
inspection carried out in No¬ 
vember and December of that 
year. 

The CQC found residents at 
Merok Park were washed with 
cold water, not helped suffi¬ 
ciently to eat meals and lived in 


an under-staffed home smelling 
of urine. 

Some workers had not had 
any criminal records checks. 

The home was closed along 
with Grantley Court Nursing 
Home in York Road, Sutton. Both 
homes were owned by Soon- 
dressen and Maleenee Cooppen. 

Andrea Sutcliffe, the CQC 
chief inspector of adult social 
care, said in January the watch¬ 
dog took necessary steps to pro¬ 
tect residents from harm. 

She said: “The appalling care 
the owners of Merok Park and 
Grantley Court allowed to hap¬ 
pen shamefully failed the people 
who lived there and their fami¬ 
lies, and sadly served to under¬ 
mine the public’s confidence in 
care home services as a whole.” 

Colin Sutherland wrote a let¬ 
ter on behalf of Park Road Res¬ 
idents’ Association supporting 
the initial application. 

It read: “The effect on the 
openness of the greenbelt is in¬ 
significant, particularly in re¬ 
lation to any views of the site 
from public areas around it. 

“The building itself has been 
designed to present an attractive 
appearance, very much in keep¬ 
ing with the general appearance 
of the Park Road area. 

“The new building will be a 
great improvement on what we 
have there at the moment.”

A BANSTEAD nursing home 
which “shamefully failed” its 
residents could be demolished 
with a replacement home built 
in its place.

Critics say plans will compromise school’s ‘accountability’ 

Teaching union slams 
academy proposals

SURREY’S teaching union has 
criticised the government’s pro¬ 
posed forced ‘academisation’ of 
state schools as Surrey County 
Council (SCC) continues to lose 
control of more schools. 

In his budget speech this 
month, chancellor George 
Osborne announced all state 
schools were to be forced to be¬ 
come academies by 2020, mean¬ 
ing they will not be accountable 
to local authorities. 

Tams in Honeybourne, the 
Surrey secretary of the National 
Union of Teachers (NUT), said 
this ‘very worrying’ proposal 
would mean parents of some 
100,000 pupils in Surrey would 
not be able to hold state schools 
to account. 

Mrs Honeybourne, a teach¬ 
er in Surrey and the mother of 
two state-educated children, also 
slammed the plans for being ‘not 
based on evidence’. 

SCC declined to comment, say¬ 
ing academisation is out of its 
control - and Linda Kemeny, the

member for schools, skills and 
educational achievement, was 
not available for comment. 

Mrs Honeybourne said: 
“Many schools have chosen to 
become academies as a way of 
raising more funds but to pre¬ 


scribe academisation for many 
differing schools is very worry¬ 
ing for state education. 

“You’re going from a system 
of accountability to the council 
to one with much less. 

“There are a lot of good acad¬ 
emies out there but they can, in 
theory, be run by anyone. 

“We have a lot of very good lo¬ 
cal authority schools in Surrey 
It’s not good for teachers and it’s 
not good for parents.” 

As an academy a school would 
receive funding from central 
government rather than a local 
authority, and would not report 
to Surrey County Council, but 
a ‘multi-academy trust’, which 
Mrs Honeybourne claims are 
not as rigorous and can be estab¬ 
lished by anyone. 

Plans are also afoot to scrap 
parent governors of schools, 
which has prompted the NUT 
to issue a warning that parents 
will be sidelined from deci¬ 
sion-making. 

Currently 33 of Surrey’s 53 
state secondary schools are 
academies. 

Four schools have attained 
academy status since the start 
of the previous academic year.

Potholes spark anger 
and fears over safety

ANGRY residents are “sick to 
death” of a Tadworth road rid¬ 
dled with potholes that has dam¬ 
aged cars, tripped pedestrians 
and sparked fears of serious in¬ 
juries. 

Preston Lane in Tadworth has 
been earmarked for resurfacing 
as part of Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil’s Operation Horizon - a £100m 
project to improve the county’s 
roads - but residents are still con¬ 
cerned. A county council spokes¬ 
man said it would be properly 
repaired in the summer. 

Lauren Oakes, 18, of adjoin¬ 


ing Bidhams Crescent, started 
a petition on March 13 that has 
since been signed by more than 
200 people. 

In the preface to the petition 
Ms Oakes calls for the road, 
which she alleges is in such an 
“awful condition” that “it is un¬ 
safe to do anything more than 
five miles per hour”, to be com¬ 
pletely resurfaced. 

She said: “It has been filled in 
about 12 times instead of being 
properly sorted out. When the 
cold weather comes it just gets 
ruined. It’s awful. 

“They only filled it in a few 
weeks ago and they have already 
had to put up bumpy road signs.” 

Exasperated residents signed 
Ms Oakes’ petition with com¬ 


ments condemning the state of 
the road and expressing their 
fears of accidents on Preston 
Lane. 

One wrote: “I am sick to death 
of these roads that I go up and 
down every day” 

Another wrote: “The potholes 
will cause a really nasty acci¬ 
dent one day, possibly causing 
deaths.” 

“It’s got more craters then the 
moon,” wrote another. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “We are resurfacing Pres¬ 
ton Lane as part of our £100m Op¬ 
eration Horizon scheme which is 
providing hundreds of miles of 
pothole-proof roads most in need 
of improvement in Surrey, this is 
due to take place in the summer.”

Triple swim challenge 
in memory of a friend

AN EPSOM swimmer took on 
three of Europe’s toughest 
swims this summer to raise 
money for charity and honour 
his dead friend. 

Mickey Helps, 50, from Long- 
down Lane North, Epsom, will 
swim the eight-mile Gibraltar 
Straits, the 21-mile British Chan¬ 
nel and the three-mile Darda¬ 
nelles Straits between Europe 
and Asia to raise money for the 
British Heart Foundation. 

A swimmer since childhood, 
Mr Helps has tackled the English 
Channel before, plus two lengths 
of Lake Windermere, the length 
of Lake Zurich, and a 40-mile 
slog around Jersey. 

Also a keen former water 
polo player, he is swimming 
for his team captain and long¬ 
time friend Mark Shepherd, 53, 
who died from a heart attack in 
January 

Mr Helps said: “We grew up to¬ 
gether through water polo. When 
I heard in January he had sud¬ 
denly passed away it was a huge 
shock but I knew I wanted to do 


something for the British Heart 
Foundation.” 

Mr Helps has been tailoring 
his training for the three swims 
since October by shunning land- 
based sports such as running 
and cycling. 

He has been doing most 
of his swimming at Epsom 
District Swimming Club in Vic¬ 
toria Place, and plans to swim in 
Shepperton Lake near Staines 
later this month.

Trust’s loan 

I WOULD like to thank Craig 
Richard for his article in 
last week’s Epsom Guardian 
(Hospital Trust sees end of year 
deficit of £28 million). 

This stated that last year 
(2014/15) the Epsom & St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS Trust 
“broke even”. 

It is interesting to note that 
the Trust also planned to “break 
even” in the current year 
(20015/16), but failed miserably 
by having a deficit of £28 
million. 

What went wrong? Why was 
it necessary to overspend by 
this amount? By August 2015 
the Trust had overspent by 
£10 million, and by the end of 
December they were planning 
to overspend by £28.4 million, at 
the end of the financial year. 

Mr Richard states that 
the Trust have borrowed £25 
million from the Department of 
Health to cover the overspend. 
What are the terms of this loan? 
What period is it for? What 
interest rate is the Trust being 
charged for this loan? If it is 
five per cent this amounts to 
£1.25 million pounds per year 
that is not available for patient 
care. How will the Trust ensure 
they do not overspend in the 
2016/17 financial year? 

This report contained 40 
measures that the trust’s 
performance is judged on. 
Thirty three of these measures 
are not financial and some 50 
per cent of these non-financial 
measures failed to achieve the 
required target performance. 

Once again, what went 
wrong? Who takes the blame 


and how does the trust ensure 
that this does not happen again?

Martial arts should be for 
fitness, self control physically 
and mentally, work off steam 
and defend in times of need, not 
for the sake of it or for others’ 
entertainment. 

The true master will show 
you that there’s no need to fight 
and not to put yourself into 
such situations that get so out 
of control that you have to fight, 
but I feel that may just be too 
hard for some to comprehend 
or accept. It’s just an opinion 
but one I feel should be taken 
seriously and considered by 
many before joining any club, 
there’s enough violence without 
martial arts clubs encouraging 
it as well.

Can overpaying your mortgage save you money? 


Have you made a resolution to 
tackle your mortgage in 2016? 
Do you have any disposable 
income that could be offset 
against your mortgage? 

If the answer to either of 
those questions is yes, you may 
be considering overpaying your 
mortgage. But is it the right 
decision for your circumstances? 
Here, the Money Advice Service 
sets out some rules of thumb to 
help you decide. 

When overpaying your 
mortgage could be the right 
choice... 

By overpaying on your 
mortgage, you could potentially 
make big savings on your 
interest and cut years from your 
mortgage term. 

So, for example, if you have 
a repayment mortgage of 
£150,000 that you're paying 
back over 25 years with 4.75 
per cent interest, your current 
monthly mortgage payments 


would be £855.17. 

However, paying an extra 
£150 a month would cut your 
mortgage from 25 years to 18 
years and 10 months. 

You'd have reduced your 
mortgage term by six years and 
two months and you'd have 
saved more than £29,000 in 
interest payments, which could 
be a great use of any spare 
money. 

The first thing you should 
do is complete a budget and 
work out your outgoings and 
income to see if you could afford 
making additional payments or 
a lump sum payment against 
your mortgage. Then you should 
speak to your lender. 

If your mortgage interest is 
charged daily, then the sooner 
you make the overpayment the 
better. However, if it's charged 
annually, then you need to time 
your overpayment so that it 
counts towards the calculation 
of the interest for the year. 


Some mortgage deals also 
have a limit on the amount you 
can overpay - make sure you 
find out first, or you could have 
to pay a penalty charge. 

Do you owe money 
elsewhere? 

There are some circumstances 
in which any extra money could 
be better spent elsewhere or 
put aside for other expenses 
or an emergency fund. Most 
importantly, you should consider 
other debts first. 

So, if you owe money on a 
credit or store card or if you have 
a personal loan, you should think 
about paying them off before 
making any extra payments on 
your mortgage. 

That's because you'll pay a 
lower rate of interest on your 
mortgage than on these other 
types of debt. 

Having some rainy day money 
is also a good habit to get into - 
try to save enough to live on for 
three months if you can.

Will interest rate rises 
affect your mortgage? 

Interest rates look set to rise 
at some stage. If you have a 
variable rate mortgage, you 
should find out what effect this 
could have on your monthly 
payments and set aside some 
money in case interest rates do 
go up. 

For example, if you're repaying 
a mortgage at 3 per cent APR 
(Annual Percentage Rate) 
variable, would you still be able 
to keep up with repayments if 
your lender changes the rate to 6 
per cent APR?

I around on Eel Pie Island and releasing their debut 
album a decade ago. 

This summer the band will support Mumford 
and Sons at one of the capital's biggest festivals, 
Barclaycard presents British Summer Time Hyde 
Park and with a crowd of up to 110,000 people, it will 
be one of the biggest gigs of their lives. 

Guitarist William Rees told us: "We can't wait. It 
is going to be a great date, we're very much looking 
forward to it.

William said: "If I'm honest, for me, I think it's the 
best album we've made. I think it says everything we 
have been trying to say on a 45 minute album. 

"We have got closer and closer to being able to 
do that so I am really over the moon with how it 
has turned out. We spent a long time working on 
it, about three years, so I think having faith in the 
project and sticking to our guns and not rushing it 
really turned out to work in our favour." 

The record saw them move to their own studio, a 
disused button factory in north west London, which 
William said helped make the album stronger. 

He said: "It kind of turned out to be the best thing 
for us, really, because it meant we could work day 
and night and take as long as we want until we were 
happy with the results." 

While the band has now moved north of the river, 
their roots are still very much in south London. 

William said: "The band kind of got together in 
Twickenham, we used to rehearse on Eel Pie Island. 

"We spent years and years in our teenage years 
and early twenties making music there and having 
fun on boats in the river and drinking in pubs - or 
trying to drink in pubs.

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REVIEW: AMBIENCE 



When a restaurant just down 
the road is named 'Britain's best 
takeaway' it feels like our duty 
to see if it lives up to that billing. 

So it was with high expec¬ 
tations we headed incognito 
to Ambience in Leopold Road, 
Wimbledon, which received the 
accolade from online takeaway 
service Hungry House. 

Specialising in Turkish and 
Lebanese cuisine, Ambience is a 
brisk 10 minute walk from the 
station in a small parade 
of independent shops. 

Beyond its uninspir¬ 
ing purple fa<?ade, 

Ambience opens up 
into a highly attrac¬ 
tive restaurant. 

With glossy slate 
floor tiling, exposed 
brickwork and wood 
ceiling beams aided by 
plentiful colourful mosa¬ 
ic-style ornate lampshades and 
ornate mirrors, this is a place 
you'll want to stick around in. 

Separated by a wall, the right 
hand side is set with tables - 
and a view into the flames and 
bustle of the open kitchen — for 
those with more time, while the 
right hand side has a TV show¬ 
ing the news, leather sofas and 
an inviting, well-stocked bar. 

Being on a tight deadline, we 
called ahead and popped by to 
pick up the grub. The chap on 
the phone could hardly have 
been more accommodating, es¬ 
pecially as we called before the 
restaurant had opened. 

It's not often that you find 
yourself wishing for a longer 


wait but we 
were quite 
comfortable 
propped up at 
the bar. 

Browsing the 
menu, the Chicken 
Kofte wrap at £7.20 did not 
seem great value, even if it said 
large. 

But that is because we under¬ 
estimated large they meant. 

Wrapped in foil, this was a 
hefty beast stuffed with hunks of 
juicy flame grilled chicken kebab 
contained in a soft wrap. Big, 
juicy and bags of flavour - it cer¬ 
tainly was not bad value at all. 

It made us slightly regret the 
gluttonous side order of papri¬ 
ka-dusted skin-on fries (£2.95) 
which were similarly super-sized. 

There is no doubting that Am¬ 
bience is mightily impressive. 
Is it Britain's best takeaway? 
Seems like a decent shout to us.

Shrek movie, it's a Snow White 
sequel. 

Specifically, a sequel to 
2012's dark retelling Snow 
White and the Huntsman minus 
Kristen Stewart's Snow White. 

In events set before the first 
film, Chris Hemsworth's Eric 
and Jessica Chastain's Sara are 
huntsmen in Ice Queen Freya's 
(Wandsworth's Emily Blunt) 
army. They fall for each other 
but love is banned and they are 


separated. 

Back to the aftermath of 
Snow White, the Hemsworth's 
Huntsman is sent on a quest to 
retrieve the stolen magic mirror, 
mirror on the wall. It's crucial he 
gets to it before Freya because it 
will give her unstoppable power 
to take over Snow White's king¬ 
dom and make it all icy. 

It is a fun, steady romp clearly 
inspired by the Lord of the Rings 
and Game of Thrones. 

The bloodiest battles occur 
off-screen but set-pieces like 
Sara and Eric's (literal) fight to 
stay together, a rock climb and 
slide down a rooftop and the 
final showdown are impressive, 
particularly in 3D. 


Long of hair, Chris Hemsworth 
does the broody action stuff 
well and possesses a cheeky 
look powerful enough maintain 
the sense this a fun adventure 
film. 

Chastain's Sara is more in¬ 
tense, earnest and solid enough. 
Both have to deliver dialogue 
spoilt by its olde-English affecta¬ 
tion and sport Scottish accents 
that are at times infuriating, 
though should we let them off 
because they're actually from a 
fairytaleland and not Scotland? 

Blunt gives a more subtle
